■mat section of Georgia lying 
immediately south of the State line, 
and including the counties of Ra- 
bun, Towns, Union, Fannin, 
Murray, Dawson, Lumpkin, 
White and upper Habersham, 
constitutes a section of great ex- 
tent, whose commercial agricultur- 
al and mineral resources remain 
how, as before the flood, in a semi- 
undeveloped condition for want of 
proper facilities for transportation, 
and communication with the outer 
world. All of this section is in the 
same catagory, but it is of our own 
county of Lumpkin that we pro- 
pose at tl.is time more particularly 
to speak. The county of Lumpkin 
is situated upon the cast side of the 
IJtue Itidge, whose foot-hills lie 
within her borders for twenty-five 
or thirty miles. Her altitude is 
therefore high, her territory in a 
measure mountainous, her atmos- 
phere pure, her summer tempera- 
ture low, her water as pure as any 
on earth, anil the health at her pop- 
ulation as good. Her territory is 
cut by the Chestatce and the Eto- 
wah rivers, with Cane Creek, Ya- 
hoola Clay Creek, and other smaller 
streams as tributaries. Along the 
courses of these streams, upon each 
side, lie great stretches of the most 
fertile river bottom land to be 
found in any country, and some of 
the most magnificent farms are here 
to be found. Hut much of the. land 
is still in it* native forest of heavy 
tsmher, of hickory, oak, pine, poplar, 
walnut and other timbers valuable 
for lumber; and the chestnut oak 
and hemlock, in the mountains, 
valuable for their bark.

The range for cattle, hogs and 
sheep, is nn limited in extent and 
unsurpassed in quality. And for 
bees it is equalled by only a few 
countries similarly situated: and on 
early every farm is some place that 
nature seems to have designed 
should he converted into a fish- 
pond. 

All this country needs, all it lacks 
of being the finest country on the 
face of the earth is a railroad to de- 
lop its dormant resources. Will 
i ever have it? 

An effort is being made so we

I think the best 
time to plant this nut is iu Febru, 
ary, but the pecan nut can be plant- 
ed in the fall or in February, but 
the nut should be soaked in water 
several days before planting. Eith- 
er liind of nuts should not be plan- 
ted mote than one and a half or 
two inches under the ground — 
when plauted more ihan two inch- 
es deep they do not come tip well. 

Providence plants all seeds on 
top of the ground; so our observa- 
tion is tlntt uuts and trees planted 
near the top of the ground do bet- 
ter than if planted very deep. 

Wnluut trees do not bear Irim- 
ming very well. I cannot say as 
for the pecans. As is known the 
hickory uut tree wilt do well on the 
red lands, so will the pecan tree. 
Kluck walnuts tlmve best on a deep 
rich soil, on second nver bot- 
tom, along the foot of hills and 
itaius, and so will the English 
walnut tree as well as the pecan 
tree on a cool open soil where mois- 
coine up from beneath the 
English walnut will do best.

On the end of 
the tube wae a funnel, acl about 
two quarts of water were forced 
info the stomach. Another tube on 
the end of which was a very small 
incandescent lamps, which was at- 
tached to the battery, was inserted 
a mouth and lowered to the 
stomach. After the attachment 
was made the entire stomach was 
illuminated. The experiment has 
been tried in other cities, and is to 
diagnose diseases of the abdominal 
cavity. The p.-tient experienced no 
pain and allowed the light to 
main for about ten minutes.

Mr. Atkinson says, 
yield nearly half their weight in an 
oil that is used in Prance as an adul. 
terent for olive oil ftL id to make 
up, nnd give back a mealcake that 
excellent food for stock. The 
peanut plant makes a good and 
ne hay, and yields some 
two tons to the acre. The plant, 
furthermore, excels all other pl.anis 
ing nitrogen from the at. 
mosphere through the iuterveutiou 
of bacteria, bo that if only the nuts 
vested and the nuts left to 
ferlilize the ground, virtually nol.h- 
.'oulcl be taken from the soil, 
oil closely resembles olive oil, 
not "dry out," and cnminanda 
a ready sale. A peculiarity of the 
peanut is that the kernels thrive 
better ou poor ground thau the j 
vines better on licb ground. Soil ' ^ 
that will nol produce corn or cotton 
profitable will yield a full harvest 
oE peanuts. They can be grown 
in almost every section of the south. 
Mr. AtkLuson has so touch faith in 
the peanut that be predicts it will 
rival cotton as a source of wealth 
in the near future.

What is a good fertilizer for peas ? 
W. A. D. 
■ The pea is a, legumino, and therefore 
[ does not require a nitrogenous fertilizer. 
The mineral elements of plant food 
should be supplied. These consist of 
phosphoric acid and potash, all other 
mineral elements being found in suffi- 
cient quantities in ordinary noil. On 
most soils acid phosphate should be the 
dominant, only a small quantity of kai- 
i nit being required, 

BED TOP. 

What kind of soil is required for red 
top; Will it grow on land too wet for 
corn? When is the proper time to bow? 
T. A. B. 

Bartow county. 

Red top is especially adapted to low 
bottoms and will thrive whore tho laud 
is much too wet for corn. In seeding 
use two bushels to tho acre. It is not 
too late for you to sow now for spring 
sowing; that is yon can sow in February 
or March. When sown in the fall Sep- 
tember or October are the proper 
mouths.

OTHER INQUIRIES, 

Which Are Answered by Some of Our 

The following inquiries and answers 
aro taken from tho Southern Cultivator 
and Diiie Farmer: 

GROUND PEAS. 

I have a barrel of ground peas, left 
over from last year's seed. Would they 
do well for planting this year '< Will ho 
thankful for an answer as soon as pos- 
it is not likely that the peas aro suit- 
able for planting thin year. They easily 
become rancid, which condition can only 
be detected by inspection. If not rancid, 
they will answer. 

GRASSES. 

1. Please tell me all about burr clo- 
ver, when and how to plaut it. I want 
it for grazing. My soil is shallow with 
stiff clay subsoil. 

8. What jVaases would you sow for a 
tenora! pasture? How would the clover 
do to mix with some of the grasses in 
Panola county? 

1. Burr clover (medicago denhoulata- 
t:i— medicago maoulata) is a native of 
the Med i terrain ean region, which has 
been naturalized iumostwarm climates. 
It ia widely distributed in California, 
where it is considered of groat value. 
It was first introduced into the southern 
states by the late Bishop George F. 
Pierce in lSliT, and planted at his home 
in Hancock county. Georgia. In Mis- 
sissippi it has been grown by Mr. Ed- 
win C Reed, of Meridian, who states 
that it is all that could he desired as a 
winter and spring pasture. With stock 
[t is an acquired taste, and they will not 
eat it When more palatable plant! are 
offered. It is a good renovator, and 
while an animal, roeeeits itself, if not 
pastured too late and too close. The 
Loire make it very objectionable as a 
pasture for sheep. To sow, prepare as 
for common clover, and bow 20 pounds 
of clover seed to tho acre early in the 
autumn. 

a. It will be difficult to get a pasture 
that will answer for both winter find 
summer. For summer pasture, Bermuda 
and crab grass are the best. Red clover 
is valuable in early spring and autumn. 
On northern hillsides herds' grass will 
give a fine summer pasture. White 
clover is exceedingly valuable for cer- 
tain Kinds of stack, but like red clover, 
after the maturity of the seed it sali- 
vates horses. 

For winter pasture, mention - oat grass, 
orchard, bine and fcnoll grass, or wild 
ryo and rye and white clover. One 
bushel of orchard, meadow oat mid wild 
rye each: four quarts of blue grass, red 
and white clover. This Is tlie com- 
pound given by Howard in his Manual 



Please furnifid me a formula for a 
sweet potato fertilizer.

Tho following would make a good 
fertilizer for sweet potatoes: Two hun- 
dred pounds of EicM phosphate, 300 
pounds of cotton seed meal, and ."0 of 
muriate of potash, with the usual per- 
rentage^ which these ingredients run. 
This would give you a feitilizar running 
i per cent ammonia, 7 per cent phospho- 
ric acid and 10 por cent potash. Like 
the Irish potato, the sweet potato ro- 
i|iiiiv- n i.' ! ' ,,; f dc-iil of potash.

The cause of hollow hearted potatoes 
is rich, moist ground. When soil of this 
character is dry early in the season and 
later abundant rains cause it to produee 
a very rapid growth of tho potato, ro. 
suiting in its being hollow. 

What do you regard as the best time : 
to sow spring oats? 

B. C. L., Baldwin county. I 

Tho spring oat crop is very uncertain, 
and fall is by far tho best lime to sow in 
the south.

IMPROVING LAND, 

Please let me know how corn stalks 
compare willi pine straw for a stable; 
also which will be the better fertilizer.

I «:n after 
something Ui impruyt.' the land. 

The value of either pine etraw or cam 
stalks as a fertilizer is more in bettering 
the mechanical condition of the soil by 
the organic matter supplied, than as a 
direct source of the elements of plant 
food. Where rased in the stable, the 
readiness with which they absorb the 
liquid manure must be considered. 
While not making bo good a bod, the 
stalks decompose more rapidly, ar ' 
therefore produce a better mechanical 
eil'ei.'t, and wo regard them as a botJor 
absorbent, and for this reason would 
improve your land more rapidly.

1. If we are to understand that the 
applications of material are to be made 
in bulk in the order named, we do not con- 
sider it a proper method of composting. 
In making a compost, the materinl 
should be distributed in layerB through 
the pile. Asa compost, your manure 
on this formula does not contain a suffi- 
cient amount of phosphoric acid, and the 
amount of this element should be in- 
creased by an additional amount of acid 
phosphate. For ordinary worn laud we 
do not consider that the formula gives 
an extra amount of potash. Tho amount 
of nitrogen, if you wish to increase it, is 
added by putting iu more cotton seed or 
cottnn seed meal, 

■£. To reduce the potash, use less kai- 
nit. 

8. We consider 300 pounds a sufficient 
quantity on poor land; much more fer- 
tilizer can be successfully used ' on poor 
laud than on rich laud. 

4. Swamp litter contains phosphoric, 
acid, nitrogen and potash in small per- 
centages, with a large per cent of or- 
ganic matter. All analyses vary very 
groatly.
